Barfoot's uncle, Brunson, owns — or, 
rather, did, until the wreck occurred — 
a large and heavy six cylinder — the 
proverbial six — high powered five pas- 
senger touring car. The latter con- 
sented to permit his nephew to use 
the machine.

The departure of the quadruple 
entente diplomats has given nnaUtv 
to Bulgaria's commitment to the aide 
of the central powers, but as yet there 
has been no formal declaration of 
war between Bulgaria and Serbia or 
the entente. 


Ready for'Flank Attack. 


Excepting an- unconfirmed report of 
a Russian bombardment of the Bul- 
garian coast near Varna, no overt act 
of hostilities has heen committed by 
Bulgaria or her new opponents. Nev- 
ertheless, Bulgaria is reported to be 
preparing a flank attack on Serbia, 
carried out in conjunction with the 
Austro-German invasion. She is con- 
centrating cavalry, 
supported 
by 
heavy artillery under German com- 
mand in the direction 
of Koestendll, 
southwest of Sofia, near the ' Serbian 
border. 
According to official 
Serbian 
ad- 
vices, the Austro-German attacks has 
not won much of an initial success. 
the invaders having suffered 
large 
losses in crossing the Save, and now 
beins pinned to

of the 
river, Many Germans are among the 
prisoners and. some of them are said 
to be members of a Prussian brigade.

/Fighting on .We*t Front. 


On the rest of the eastern front, the 
rapidtiy of attacks and counter at- 
tacks, the capture and recapture of 
trenches, leaves it in doubt which side 
is on the defensive. German artillery 
flrp continues along the whole of the 
western front, being directed in par* 
ticular violence against Loos, to re-' 
gain which the Germans are making 
a determined effort, and against the 
loft wing of the attacking forces, in 
Champagne. 
Speculation as to the 
next surprise' of this kaleidoscopic 
situation may bring forth, which is 
alwayr. active, was given fresh life to- 
day by a cryptic remark in the Dsii" 
Telegraph, which In concluding an ed*- 
torial says: 


"Meanwhile the 
world is waiting 
for news of events which, as they 
come to nass. will once more pro- 
foundly change the aspect of the war 
situation."

Tokio, Oct. 9.—There is increasing 
evidence that Japanese Buddhists are 
to undertake propogation of tha faith 
in China with greatly renewed zeal. 
The 
movement 
is one of several 


demonstrations with which the Japan- 
ese people are trying to emphasize 
their national spirit, 
in 
connection 
with the forthcoming ceremonies of 
accession of the Empero'r Yoshihito, 
and the movement is singularly note- 
worthy because it was through China 
and Korea that Buddhism came to 
Japan. 


The force of Japanese missionaries 
in China has, already been increased, 
and the campaign for further mis- 
sionary work is in full swing. 
The 
movement 
is frankly explained as 
both religious 
and 
political. Japan I 
has apparently come to. the realiza-! 
tion that her missionaries 
can 
ac-! 
complish great things 
iu 
spreading i 
the influence of Japan in China and i 
in impressing ia a friendly way the I 
desires of Japanese to increase their 
prestige there. 
The Buddhistic leaders, especially 
the progressives, 
contend that the 
propagation of religion in China has 
been 
monopolized 
too 
much 
by 
Christians and denied too much to 
Japanese. 
The object of Buddhistic 
propagation in China 
should be at- 
tained, they declare, on the principle 
of humanity and charity. 
The Buddhist views have been set 
forth in a memorial 
which has been 
presented to the government and to 
every member of the Diet. It points 
out that the Western 
powers, real- 
izing the great importance ot grasp- 
ing the mind of the native population 
for extending their rights and inter- 
ests 
in 
china 
are 
giving 
every 
protection, to their missionaries. For 
the extension of her religious propaga- 
tion the Buddhists emphasize the fact 
that Japan is in a very 
convenient 
position, geographically. Nevertheless 
ne.ther 
government 
nor 
publicist 
seems to have attached any import- 
ance to the matter. The attention of 
public-spirited 
men, 
has 
bee'n 
too 
much concentrated 
on the material 
side of Japan's interests; not enough 
men have turned their attention 
to 
the spiritual side of Japan's interest, 
represented 
by 
the 
extension of 
religion in China, 
The memorial goes on to 
affirm 
that the past efforts of the Buddhists 
have not been appreciated, and have 
proved 
of little 
avail. 
Enormous 
sums of money had been expended in 
erecting 
religious 
headquarters 
in 
China and in sending missionaries to 
that 
country. 
Noble leaders 
bad 
penetrated into the far interior and 
not a few had 
perished there as 
martyrs to the cause of Buddhism.

VARIOUS SKIN MEDICINES. 
A sallow, dirty and disorded skin 
generally points to auto-intoxication, 
stomach trouble and constipation, dia- 
ordered general condition and toxic 
intestinal tract and calls for a com- 
,'plete change in the method of living 
; frequent bathing both internally and 
externally, and some good blood and 
body building medicine. The latter 
should be prescribed by a good phv- 
sician after a thorough physical exam- 
ination. 


"While I do not desire to say anything 
against the use of the various prepara- 
tions on the market for the improve- 
ment of the complexion, some o£ them 
are harmful to some skins. As face 
powaers and rouge are not, strictly 
speaking, proprietary articles but can 
be purchased in buulk, it ,can do no 
harm if l speak 
plainly 'concerning 
these, but if my warning is heeded 
many women will be saved the mor- 
tification in years to come. Anything 
in the shape of a powder applied daily 
to .the skin of the face and permitted 


. to remain there for a number of hours 
! cannot but be injurious if for no other 
! reason than that it stops up the pores 
of the skin, defeating nature in her 
efforts to throw off, through the nat- 
ural channels, the impurities of that 
portion of the body; therefore I warn 
women that the continued use of face 
powders will 
partially destroy the 
pores, or at least make them unable to 
perform their natural functions. For- 
tunately there are a number of simple 
harmless things that will do much to- 
ward accomplishing the desired results 
with the skin of the face. 
Of these 
lemon juice i.s one of the best, for it 
possesses both cleansing and whiten- 
-ing properties. It is excellent 
for 
freckles and also removes tan, but it 
should be diluted in the proportion of 
three tablespoonfulus to each pint of 
water. Buttermilk is also a good face 
cleanser; it will assist in the removal 
of pimples, tan and slight eruptions. 
Alcohol also cleanses the skin, remov- 
ing pimples, and is especfally good to 
cleanse the skin of oiliness. Diluted 
about one-third it will be found a valu- 
able accessory to the toilet. I want to 
speak again of the value of the simple 
tincture of benzoin for the whitening 
of the skin and its general preserva- 
tion. 
It should be used in the pro- 
portion of one ounce to a pint of wa- 
ter; if perfume is desired use rose 
water; otherwise, boiled or distilled 
water should be used. Try the use of 
soup and water, friction and the ar- 
ticles named above before using any 
of the compounds of which you know 
nothing. These things I have recom- 
mended will show gratifying results if 
used thoroughly a-nd regularly.

will send troops. They are concen- 
trating their efforts on the big prob- 
lem of increasing the output of mu- 
nitions for Russia. 
The decision to enlarge government 
arsenals and even establish .special 
factories pleases tie military circles 
of Japan who see in this an opportu- 
nity not only to help Russia and has- 
ten the end of the war but to create 
the means 
of increasing their own 
permanent, production. 
It signifies 
military expansion without the neces- 
Fity of a home campaign. Now that 
arsenals are to be placed on a war 
footing the enlargements will remain 
for future use and thus the actual ex- 
pansion of military equipment will 
Jiave been effected without attracting 
ihe notice of the public. This Is a 
cause of great satisfaction to the mil- 
itary interests. It is understood that 
regular payments for the cost of the 
Increased production will be made In 
'Jjondon—in cash, thus 
augmenting 
*he gold reserve held by- the Japanese 
government. 


Decision Endorsed.

"There is not a. moment's hesita- 
tion," says the Japan Times, voicing 
4ne sentiments of the Japanese press, 
"in making a prompt response to this 
demand for help from Russia.

Rafl-Weed Blamed for a targe Per- 


centage of the .Malady,—Should 


Destroy This 
Weed.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 9.--Wisconsin's 
hay-fever victims have attracted th-e 
attention of the state .board of health 
and in the quarterly health bulletin 
issued today general suggestions are 
made as to how the suffering may be 
mitigated. 
"Rag-weed" is shouldered 
with the responsibility for much of 
the suffering and the 
golden rod 
which has heretofore been accused as 
causing 50 percent of the cases is 
now placed in the 15 percent class. 
•The pollen of the latter flower is 
heavy and tenacious and is not wind- 
blown. 


'"The pollen of the rag-weed, how- 
ever, is easily detached in clouds and 
is distributed by the wind over a large 
area," says the report. "The most ac- 
tive stage of the rag-weed is in the 
month, of September and every effort 
should be made <it this time to de- 
stroy these noxious weeds. This will 
not only be'a source of relief to hay- 
fever 'sufferers sensitive to these pol- 
lens, but will prevent the formation of 
the seed, which will 
produce the 
weeds in great abundance the follow- 
ing year. 


"Instead of the pollens ' of the rag- 
week being used directly for fertiliza- 
tion: through the agency of insects, as 
is the case with most plants, nature 
has created an immense amount of 
pollen so that it can be carried by the 
wind to the distant pistillate flowers. 
The pollen, is so abundant that if it is 
struck KJnring ,the active state, 
the 
pollen will come off so freely that it is 
called smoking' by many farmers."

The price of the better paint 
was $1.85 a gallon, while the inferior 
grade was selling for 90 cents; but, 
according to the painter, the" heavier 
paint would cover 350 square feet 
with a good coat, while it would re- 
quire three gallons, or $2.70 worth, of 
the cheaper gr»,de to cover .a like 
space. 


Comparing lead paints with mineral 


paints commonly used on barns, the 
painter stated that, while the first cost 
of lead paints was somewhat more, 
the results justified the expense, as 
lead paints are much more durable.

Chief Klein Submits Amounts Desired 


for Operating of Fire Department 


Next Year. 


Chief H. C. Klein this morning filed 
with the city commissioners his esti- 
mate of the cost of running the de- 
partment for the next year, to be con- 
sidered in the making up of the an- 
nual budgets. It is not probable that 
the council will make the final bud- 
get figures until the last of the month, 
for if the new resolution passes for 
the elimination of the 
ward 
funds, 
it will be an important factor to con- 
sider in the appropriations. 


Chief 
Klein 
submitted 
a figure 
slightly increased over last year, but 
in the main the amounts asked for 
were practically the same. 
One In- 
crease of five hundred, dollars is for 
underground 
work, 
conduits, 
and 
under the new state law for a fire 
prevention inspector a salary of $780 
is added to the total figure. It was 
recommended that one hundred dol- 
lars be given for the fire police com- 
pany for the purchase of supplies for 


1 the company. 
The total figure asked 
for is $23,730, as the department is to 
receive $_4,500 from license money. 
No estimate was made for money to 
be expended for motor driven appa- 
ratus, this being left to the will of 
the city commission. The
